ATTENDANCE  INCREASED  BY 
20,000 

The  Crusade  was  originally 
scheduled  to  last  three  weeks,  but 
at  the  invitabon  of  the  pastors  of 
participating  churches,  was  held 
over  for  five  days.  It  was  at  the 
personal  sacrifice  of  Billy  Graham 
and  some  of  the  other  team  mem¬ 
bers  and  at  the  loss  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciate  Evangelist,  Grady  Wilson, 
and  others  of  the  team.  This  ex¬ 
tension  of  time  enabled  thousands 
more  to  have  this  once-in-a-1  i  f  e- 
time  experience. 

With  7,000  in  attendance  at  the 
beginning  of  the  campaign,  which 
was  held  in  the  west  side  of  Tiger 
Stadium  in  Jackson,  the  speaker’s 
platform  which  also  boused  the 
choir  was  moved  to  the  backside 
of  the  football  field  to  make  addi¬ 
tional  seating  accommodations. 
The  attendance  at  the  end  of  the 
first  week  numbered  16,300.  The 
largest  attendance  was  seen  on  the 
last  night  of  the  Crusade  when 
27.000  overflowed  the  stadium  am) 
the  grounds. 

The  attendance  during  the  cam¬ 
paign  totaled  371,800,  which  is 
more  than  four  times  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  city  of  Jackson.  This 
made  the  nightly  average  16,209. 
This  attendance  was  in  spite  of 
the  long  July  holiday  weekend 
and  the  vacation  season.  The  total 
number  of  decisions  was  5,990— a 
nightly  average  of  258. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  was  on  Thursday  night  be¬ 
fore  the  closing  night,  when  1,350 
streamed  down  the  aisles  to  com¬ 
pletely  surrender  their  lives  to  d« 
whatever  the  Lord  wills— whether 
it  be  the  ministry,  the  mission 
field,  or  any  other  service  to  which 
He  might  call. 

Not  to  be  overlooked  was  the 
wonderful  ministry  of  gospel  mu¬ 
sic  by  George  Beverly  Shea,  solo¬ 
ist;  Paul  Michelson,  organist 
and  Tedd  Smith,  pianist;  and  the 
550-voice  choir  led  by  Cliff  Bar- 
rows.  Perhaps  the  most  popular 
number  by  the  choir,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Handel’s  “Halleluiah 
Chorus”  which  they  sang  twice, 
was  the  negro  spiritual,  "Every 
Time  I  Feel  The  Spirit"  with  Mr. 
Shea  singing  the  solo  part. 
OFFERINGS  WERE 

CONCLUDED  EARLY 

ft  was  announced  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Crusade  that  offerings 
would  be  taken  until  the  expenses 
of  the  campaign  were  met.  The  ex¬ 
penses  for  the  original  campaign 
which  ran  close  to  $40,000  were 
met  in  the  early  part  of  the 
second,  week.  Later  two  of¬ 
ferings  were  taken  for  the  ex¬ 
penses  for  the  additional  five 
days.  Of  significance  as  to  the 
crowd  and  to  the  temperature,  $70 
worth  of  drinking  cups  were  used 
on  the  Sunday  afternoon  when  the 
crowd  was  only  7,000. 

Above  the  expenses  of  the  Cru¬ 
sade  an  offering,  at  the  request  of 
the  Executive  Council,  was  taken 
every  Friday  night  for  Mr.  Gra¬ 
ham’s  world-wide  religious  radio 
program,  The  Hour  of  Decision.

65.7  per  100,000  population  in  1932, 
95.3  in  1945,  and  164.8  in  1949.  Geor¬ 
gia  reported  2861  accidents  in  1951, 
in  which  drinkiig  was  a  factor  Re¬ 
cording  to  an  editorial  in  Clarion 
Ledger.  In  Mississippi  the  Highway 
Patrol  reports  61  2accidents  in  1951 
in  which  liquor  was  a  direct  or 
contributing  cause.  (Note:  Missis¬ 
sippi  should  have  had  more  acci¬ 
dents  than  Georgia!  All  Mississippi 
liquor  was  bootleg  and  only  boot¬ 
leg  liquor  causes  accidents  and 
wrecks— we  are  told!!! 

Arrests  for  all  liquor  offenses  in¬ 
creased  from  1726.3  per  100,000  pop¬ 
ulation  in  1932  to  2613.1  in  1945,  and 
3192.8  in  1949  according  to  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation.  Scott  Coun¬ 
ty  Kansas  reports  drunken  driving 
fines  during  last  year  of  prohibi¬ 
tion  of  $1,495.  During  first  year  of 
repeal  it  collected  $6,304  45! 

Liquor  advertising  is  big  busi¬ 
ness,  near  $200,000,000  is  spent  an¬ 
nually  in  advertising  liquors  of  all 
kinds.  Since  repeal  this  has  paid  off 
in  a  1300%  increase  in  consump¬ 
tion  of  beverage  alcohol!  There
